A direct dispatch from 
W arsaw , however, stated that no G erm an planes had appeared 
over the capital up to 4. 55 a. rn., daylight time. 
G erm an planes concentrated their attack on the industrial 
regions of Silesia, Polish sources in Paris said. W esterplatte 
and Puch were bombed, it was asserted. 
R u m o rs from W a rsa w and Paris listed I czew, \ ilna, 
Brzeskc, Grodno, Lodz and G dynia as other major centers at 
tacked. While the Polish A m bassador in Paris formally in­ 
voked France’s aid against Nazi G erm a n y under the terms of 
the Franco-Polish m utual assistance pact, the United States 
was compelled by disordered com m unications to speculate up 
on the actual estimate of hostilities. 
Brief, centered dispatches told of ‘ fierce fighting, 
and a p ­ 
parent determined resistance by the Poles, but the only clue a>> 
to the toll of the G erm an air raids was afforded by the official

A n authoritative statement issued in London shortly be­ 
fore noon declared: “ If the proclamation to the G e rm a n people 
by Adolf Hitler should m ean that G erm a n y has declared war 
on Poland, it can be stated that Great Britain and France are 
determined to fulfill their obligation to the Polish government. 
“ T h e general a ttitu d e of the British G o v ern m en t is that if 
the G erm an G o v ern m en t had been sincerely desirous of set 
ding the dispute by negotiation, they would not have adopted 
this procedure, which has the character of an ultimatum. 
“ T h e Polish G o v e rn m e n t in the opinon of the British G o v ­ 
ernm ent were fully justified in declining to submit to the treat­ 
m ent which the G e rm a n G o v ern m en t endeavored to impose 
upon them. 
“ If the G erm an G o vernm ent had been desirous of settling 
the dispute, negotiations w ould have begun with the Polish 
G overnm ent, in accordance with the normal procedure of 
civilized governm ent in order to fix a time and place for the 
opening of negotiations.
